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NEW TRANSPORTATION 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS 


ANNOUNCED 


Since opening day, Walt Disney World has consistently worked to 
assist cast members with their transportation needs to and from 
work. With the development of our nationwide concern for energy a 
few years ago, the issue of finding more efficient transportation 
systems became not just a Walt Disney World problem but a 
nationwide problem. 

Last week's address to the nation by President Jimmy Carter 
spotlighted the importance of all Americans working together to 
conserve energy at every level. And since we at Walt Disney World 
are committed to doing our part in this nationwide energy concern, 
we thought we'd recap our continuing energy conservation efforts 
and transportation assistance programs available to all cast mem- 
bers here at Walt Disney World. Plus, we want to announce some 
important new programs we are going to initiate. 


Express Bus Service To Start This Month 


For the past few months, our Cast Activities department has been 
negotiating with the Orange, Seminole, Osceola Tranportation 
Authority to provide an Express Bus Service exclusively for Walt 
Disney World cast members. This service will begin on Monday, 
April 23 and will primarily serve those cast members living in the 
South and Southwest Orlando areas, or anyone who drives by one 
of the bus stops along the route. The schedule presently being 
negotiated will assist cast members with an 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. shift, 
al0a.m. to7 p.m. shiftora noon to9p.m. shift. A complete schedule 
for this Express Bus Service will be printed in Eyes & Ears next week 
after negotiations have been completed. 





Our pilot Van Pool program proved so successful that we are now opening it up to 
groups of 10 to 12 cast members. Just call Cast Activities, extension 4254 for more 
information. 
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Although our current transportation assistance programs have 
been successful, Cast Activities wanted a better system for cast 
members; one which would save them hundreds of dollars in trans- 
portation costs each year. So research began on a Van Pooling 
program. The result was Cast Van Pool, Inc., an independent 
non-profit company to supply vans for commuting purposes to 
groups of 10 cast members living in the same geographical location 
and working the same shift. 

At the end of last year, two groups of cast members were selected 
to participate in our pilot program. They share all operating ex- 
penses for the van, and in turn receive personalized pick-up and 
delivery service from their homes to work. By utilizing this type of 
energy conservation, these cast members have saved hundreds of 
dollars in gasoline, maintenance, oil, tires and depreciation. 

The Van Pooling program has proved so successful that Cast Van 
Pool, Inc. is now opening up Van Pooling to groups of 10 to 12 cast 
members who are interested in participating in this program. In- 
terested groups of cast members are urged to contact Cast Activities 
at extension 4254 for more information. 











Cast Gas Station Nears Completion 


Another example of how we at Walt Disney World are trying in 
any way we can to assist cast members with their transportation 
needs is the development of our Cast Gas Station at the North 
Service Area parking lot. As you may know, plans for our gas station 
were formulated prior to the development of our present nationwide 


energy concern. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 
FORUM 


Bob Allen will host an Energy Conservation Forum next 
Wednesday, April 18 from 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. in the Cast 
Activities Lounge on the second floor of the Center Building. 

As President Carter emphasized in his energy address last 
week, it is important for us all to work together to conserve 
energy at every level. 

Bob wants to hear your ideas on saving energy for both 
Walt Disney World and your fellow cast members. We are 
already doing a lot to conserve energy at Walt Disney World 
and to assist cast members in reducing their energy needs, 
but we all can do more. Plan to attend this forum ... Bob 
wants to hear your ideas. 
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After we began construction of the sta- 
tion, major gasoline companies agreed 
to voluntary allocation controls, limiting 
gasoline stations to specific monthly al- 
lotments. As of March 1, 1979, our com- 
pany has been required to apply to the 
Department of Energy for approval of a 
gasoline allocation, which has tem- 
porarily delayed the opening of the sta- 
tion. Once we receive this approval, the 
Cast Gas Station will be opened. 





Construction is almost completed at our Cast Gas 
Station. Once government approval for a gasoline 
allotment is obtained, we will open the station. 


It is our desire to pass on any gasoline 
savings we can to cast members. Con- 
sidering the high cost of gasoline and the 
federal and state taxes which must be 
included, the profit in gasoline is mini- 
mal. Self-service gas stations normally 
realize only a two to six cent profiton each 
gallon of gasoline; since Walt Disney 
World will operate on a non-profit basis, 
cast members should expect to save that 
amount on each gallon. 

Once our Cast Gas Station is in opera- 
tion, cast members will be able to purch- 
ase gasoline and oil at the station. Air 
and water will also be available to en- 
able cast members to maintain their ve- 
hicle at its peak condition. 


More Share-A-Ride Boards to be In- 
stalled 


Consider this: If every cast member 
found one other cast member to ride to 
work with each day, we would cut our 
gasoline consumption in half and cut the 
number of cars on the highway each day 
in half. . . with 13,000 cast members, just 
think of the thousands of cars that would 
be eliminated from the highway! 

At the present time there are three 
Share-A-Ride boards located throughout 
the Walt Disney World property; one is 
located at the North Service Area parking 
lot, asecond at Cast Activities and a third 
at Walt Disney World Village at Lake 
Buena Vista. To assist a larger number of 
cast members looking for someone to 
share transportation with, additional 
boards will be installed in each resort 
area, the Laundry, Central Foods and 
our Facilities Shops by the end of this 
month. 

The Share-A-Ride program works like 
this: Anyone interested'in sharing a ride 
with a fellow cast member should com- 
plete a card at one of these locations and

leave it in the appropriate box. To make 
it easier to identify the area in which you 
live, a large map with a grid system di- 
viding the Orlando area into four major 
sections and numerous sub-sections is lo- 
cated on each Share-A-Ride board. If you 
need someone to ride with, just thumb 
through the cards which have been 
placed in the box for your area of Or- 
lando, 


Computerized Car Pooling 


Computerized Car Pooling was one of 
the first transportation programs created 
by Cast Activities to assist cast members 
with their transportation needs. During 
the past few months, they've been up- 
dating their listings to better serve cast 
members interested in forming car pools. 
Computerized Car Pooling is different 
from our Share-A-Ride program in that 
everyone interested in car pooling is 
listed by zip codes with shifts included. 
Car Pooling forms and maps to indicate 
the location in which you live are pre- 
sently available at all payroll distribution 
locations and Cast Activities. Anyone 
interested in having their name included 
in our Computerized Car Pooling listings 
should submit a form to Cast Activities no 
later than Friday, April 20. Our new list- 





ings will be available in all training of- 
fices and Cast Activities during the month 
of May.
